KILLED WITH KNIFE 





Trial Postponed to Tuesday 
- in Judge Muench’s 
Courtt. 





The trial of Theresa Sulliva years 
old, who killed her sweetheart, Michael 
Landers, with a pocket Knife at Broad- 
way and Penrose street on the night of 
Aug. 9 last, was commenced in Judge 
Muench’s court Monday, and at noon 
was adjourned to Tuesday. 

The greater portion of the court §es- 
sion was consumed in examining and 
challenging jurors. 

Miss Sullivan is accused of murder in 
the second degree. She was exonerated 
by a Coroner’s jury, but the State au- 
thorities ignored this verdict and is- 
sued an information charging her with 
second degree murder. 

‘Tess’ Sullivan” clad in black, sat 
in the prisoner’s chair and wept softly 
while the trial premilinaries were under 
way. She has always protested that she 
did not mean to hurt Landers and used 
the knife only to-protect herself. 

They had been sweethearts for more 
than a year. 

Landers promised to take Miss Sulli- 
van to a nickelodeon show, but he sent 
word to her that he would be unable 
to do so. 





Miss Sullivan hurried from her home 
at 3519 North Second street to find Lan- | 
ders and seek an explanation. She 
found him at Broadway and Penrose 
street with a crowd of young men and 
when he repulsed her she snatched his 
hat and ran across the street. 

When he followed she took a knife ; 
from the folds of her dress and stabbed 
him in he. throat, severing his jugular | 
vein. ,

Mrs. Ferd P. Kaiser is requested in 
her husband’s will, filed Monday, not to 
wear mourning for him. The. will pro- 
vides that if she marries again, her 
share of the estate shall be reduced fo 
equal that of each of the four chil- 
yes : 





Mr. Kaiser, head of the publishing 
'firm which bears his name, died last 
Tuesday. The family. home is at 4584 
; West Pine boulevard. 
| “Tt is my wish,” a clause in the will 
states, “that my wife and children do 
not wear what is known as mourning 
clothing after My death, but I desire 
'them"to pursue thefr usual avocations 
‘and manner of living as soon after my 
death as possible."’ 

The estate is left in trust to the St. 
Louis Union Trust. Co. @ will states 
that a trusteeship was decided on “‘to 
| prevent designing and unscupulous per- 
i'sens from obtaining it by alluring and 
‘deceptive promises and unsafe invest- 
’ ments.’’ 

For the education and support of each 
of the children—Millard, Francis, Flo- 
rence and Laura—$5000 is left, with the 
provision that each shall have any un- 
expended balance on becoming of age. 
Most of the remainder is left to the 
widow, who is given a specific $5000 be- 
quest. To Florence L. Luckow, “for 
20 years a member of the family,’’ $1000 
is left. A number of relatives receive 
small bequests. 

The will contains the statement that 
property worth $40,000 already has been 
given to Mrs. Kaiser, including St. 
Louls realty, two cottages at South 
Huven, Mich., a quantity of stocks and 
articles of jewelry.

Prince of Wales Uses a Torpedo 
Boat to Find the Emperor 


of Germany. 

(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 
-PORTSMOUTH, England, Nov: 11.— 
Owing to a chilling, impenetrable: fog, 
which made a passage from the Isle of 
Wight tmpossible, the German imperial 
yacht Hohenzollern, having on board 
Emperor William, the Empress, and the 
other members of the German imperial 
party who are to visit King Edward 
and Queen Alexandra, was unable to 
cross the harbor bar here on the early 
tide, and did not reach the jetty until 
three hours after the appointed time this 
afternoon. 

The Prince of Wales, however, who 
had been delegated by King Edward 
perscnally to welcome the German Em- 
peror and Empress, had, in the mean- 
while, boarded a torpedo boat and, ac- 
companied by Field Marshal Lord Rob- 
erts, gone out in the darkness to find 
the imperial yacht, and succeeded in get- 
ting on board of her just as the fog 
lifted sufficiently to enable the Hohen- 
zollern to proceed to Portsmouth.

A resolution calling on Secretary of 
the Treasury Cortelyou to release $20,-
